An act to prohibit the exportation of Slaves or Servants of 
Colour out of this State. : 


Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTED dy the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and tt is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That no negro, or other slave, or servant of colour, 
for life or years, shall hereafter be removed, exported, or carried 
out of this state, except as herein after provide [ 

Sec. 2. And be it enacted, That if any person shall send to Penalty for ex- 
sca or export, or attempt to export from this state, or send or tole 
carry out of, or attempt to send or carry out of this state, except provisions ef, 
as is by this act provided, any slave or'servant of colour, for life this act. 
or years, every person so exporting or attempting to export, or 
sending or carrying out of this state, or attempting to send or carry 
out of this state, such slave or servant, and his, her, or their aid- 
ers and abettors shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction shall be punished by fine, not less than one thou- 
sand, nor_more than two thousand dollars, or imprisoned at hard 
labour for any term not less than two, nor more than four years, 
or both at the discretion of the court. And further, that every 
slave or servant so exported, or carried out of this state, or at- And slaves to 
tempted to be exported or earried out of this state, or sent to be free. 
sea, shall be free. neki 

Sec. 3. And be it enacted, That if any person shall hereafter temteread 
sell, transfer, or assign any slave or servant of colour, for life or to non-resi- 
years, to any non-resident, or person not being an inhabitant of analy Ske. 
this state, or to any person intending to remove, or export, or for. 
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sueh slave or servant out of this state, every person so 
knowingly selling, transferring, or assigning such slave or servant, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction, 
shall be punished by fine not less than five hundred, nor more 
than one thousand dollars, or by imprisonment not less than oné 
year nor more than two years, or both at the discretion of the 
court. And further, that every slave or servant so sold, transferred, 
or assigned to any non-resident, or person not being an inhabi- 
tant of this state, or to. any person intending to remeve, or ex~- 
port or. carry away such slave or servant, out of this state, shall 

free. 


Sec. 4. And be tt enacted, That if any person shall purchase 
or take a transfer or assignment, of any slave or servant of co- 
lour, for life or years, with a design or intent to export or send 
or carry such slave or servant out of this state, such person shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction, shall be 
punished by fine not less than one thousand, nor more than two 
thousand dollars, or by imprisonment at hard labour, not less 
than 1wo, nor more than four years, or both, at the discretion of - 
the court. nd further, that every slave or servant so purchased, 
transferred, or assigned, shall be free. 


Sec: 5. And be it enacted, That if any person or persons shall 
fit eut, equip, or men, or otherwise prepare any ship or other 
vessel, to sail from any port or harbour of this state, for the pur- 
pose of exporting or carrying out of this state, or sending to sea, 
any slave or servant of colour, for life or years, such ship or ves- 
sel, her cargo, tackle, furniture, and apparel shall be forfeited, 
and shall and may be seized by any justice of the peace, sheriff, 
or coroner within the state, and prosecuted by such justice, she+ 
riff, or coroner, making such seizure, by information in rem in 
the Supreme Court or the Inferior Court of Common Pleas of 
the county in which such seizure shall be made. 


Sec. 6. And be it enavted, That every ship or vessel, with her 
cargo, tackle, furniture, and apparel so seized, as aforesaid, and 
against which judgment sliall be had and obtained, shall by order 
of the court in which such judgment shall be had, be sold by the 
sheriff of the county in which such seizure was made, or in case 
the said sheriff be a party to the prosecution, then by one of the 
coroners of such county, who afier deducting all legal costs and 
charges, to be taxed by the court in which said judgment was had, 
and two per cent on the athount of such sale; shall pay one half 


_ of the nett preceeds thereof to the collettor of the county in which 


the seizure was made, for the use of the state, and the remaining 
patt thereof to the person or person’ making such seizure and 
prosecuting the same to effect. 


Sec. 7. nd be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for any jus- 
tice of the peace, sheriff, or coroner of any tounty within this 
state, to go on board of or enter any ship oF vessel lying in any 
port or harbour of the state, for the purpose of making the seizure 
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aforesaid, and if any master, seaman, or other person, on board 
such ship or vessel, shall refuse or not suffer to enter, or resist 
before or after entering on board such ship or vessel, any justice 
of the peace, sheriff, or coroner, attempting to enter on board, 
or being already on board such ship or vessel, for the purpose of 
making such seizure as aforesaid, every person so refusing or re- 
sisting, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on convic- 
tion shall be punished by fine not less than one thousand, nor 
more than two thousand dollars, or imprisonment at hard labour 
not less than two, nor more than four-years, or both at the discre- 
tion of the court. 


Sec. 8. And be tt enacted, That it shall be lawful for every 
person who shall have resided five years within this state, and 
who shall be about to remove permanently therefrom, to carry 
with him or her, every such slave as shall have been the proper- 
ty of such person, during five years next preceding: Provided 
always, that before such person shall attempt to carry away such 
slave, out of this state, he or she shall make satisfactory proof 
before the Court of Common Pleas, of the county in which he 
or she last resided, that such slave hath been his or her property 
during five years then next preceding; and shall also prove to 
the satisfaction of the said court, by the oath .or affirmation of 
two credible witnesses, that such person intending to carry away 
such slave’ out of this state,-hath resided within this state, five 
years next preceding, and that such slave hath been in the ser- 
vice or employ of such person, as a slave, during that time, and 
shall obtain from said court, a license under the seal of the court, 
to carry such slave out of this state; and Provided also, that such 
slave be. of full age, and shall have consented to be carried out 
of this state, upon private examination before the presiding judge 
of ‘said court, or in case of his absence, before any two other 
judges of the same, whose certificate of such consent shall be 
then and there produced to the court, before the granting of such 
license as aforesaid. . 


Sec. 9. And be it enacted, That every master of a vessel, who 
shall knowingly receive on board such vessel, for the purpose of 
ing out of this state, any slave, for whose exportation a li- 
cence hath not been obtained, as herein before directed, or who 
having ignorantly received such slave, shall suffer such slave to 
depart from his said vessel, in any place out of this state, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon ceaviction, shall 
be punished by fine not less than one thousand, nor more than 


two thousand dollars, or imprisonment not Jess than two, nor more ~ 


thda four years, or both, at the discretion of the court. 


Sec. 10. 2nd be it enacted, That it shall be lawful. for any 
inhabitant of this state, going out of the same, on a journey to 
any other ats of the United States, or for necessary business, 
to take with him or her any such slave or servant as aforesaid; 
but such inhabitant shall bring back such slave or servant, and 
in default thereof, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
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on conviction, shall be punished by fine not less than five hun- 
dred, nor more than one thousand dollars, or by imprisonment 
not less than one year, nor more than two years, or both, at the 
discretion of the court; unless such inhabitant shall make f, 
within six months after his or her return, to the satisfaction of 
two of the judges of the Court of Common Pleas, of the county 
in which he or she shall reside, that every such slave or servant 
not brought back as aforesaid, could not be brought back by rea- 
son of some unavoidable accident; and unless such person shall 
forthwith file a certificate of having made such proof as afore- 
said, signed by the said judges, in the office of the clerk of said 
county. And every slave or servant so taken out of this state, 
and not brought back as aforesaid, shall be free: Provided that no- 
thing herein contained shall be so construed as to authorize or al- 
low the taking away such slave or servant in any ship or vessel 
going to sea. , 

Sec. 11. nd be it enacted, That nothing herein contained 
shall be so construed, as to prevent the sending away or export- 
ing out of this state, any slave who may be convicted and sen- 
tenced to transportation by virtue of the act entitled “ A Supple- 
ment to the Act entitled an Act for the Punishment of Crimes,” 
passed the eighteenth day of March, one thousand seven hun-- 
dred and ninety-six, and which was passed the seventh of March, 
one thousand eight hundred and. one. 


Sect. 12. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for any 
person, not an inhabitant of this state, who shall be travelling to 
or from, or passing through this state, to bring with him or her 
any slave, and take such slave with him or her, from this state. 


Sec. 13. And be it enacted, That the act entitled “ An Act 
Supplemental to the act entitled an Act respecting Slaves;” 
passed the first day of February, one thousand eight hundred and 
twelve: and so much of any other act or acts as comes within the 
purview of this act, be, and the same is hereby repealed. Pro- 
vided always, that such repeal shall in no wise affect or annul any . 
indictment or other proceeding, had or to be had under the said 
act or acts, for offences against the same, but that the same shall 
and may be proceeded in and prosecuted to effect in regard to 
all or any offences heretofore committed against those acts, or 
any of them in the same way, as if this act had not been made.

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An Act to repéal part of an act entitled “An act for the relief . 
of persons Imprisoned for Debt.” 


Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTED by the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and it 1s hereby enacted by the autho- 
rity of the same, That the nineteenth section of the act, en- 
titled “An Act for the relief of persons imprisoned for debt,” 
passed the eighteenth day of March, one thousand seven hun- 
. dred and ninety-five, be, and the same is hereby repealed. 

A. Passed Fisinttey 13, 1819. 


An Act directing the further Distribution of the Laws of this 
State. 


Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTED by the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and tt 1s hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That the Governor of this state be, and he is hereby 
- authorised and requested to transmit to the executive of each 
state and territory within the United States, for the use-of the 
executives-and legislatures of the respective states and territo- 
ries, three copies of the public laws, passed during the present - 
session of the legislature; and to transmit annually hereafter, as 
above directed, three copies of all the public laws that may be 

assed at every subsequent session thereof.

An Act respecting Fugitives from justice. 


Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTED by the Council and General 
“Assembly of this State, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That whenever a person, charged in this state, with 
treason, felony, or other crime, shall flee from justiee, and be 
found in another state, and the Attorney General shall. recom- 
mend to the Governor, or person administering the government 
of this state, to demand the said fugitive, so that he may be 
brought into this state for trial, and the said fugitive shall on de- 
mand of the executive authority of this state, be delivered up 
and removed to this state, the expenses of such removal being 
first ascertained to the satisfaction of the Governor, or person ad- 
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ministering the government, shall on warrant from him, be paid 
by the treasurer of this state, out of any monies in his hands not 
otherwise appropriated.

An Act to repeal an act, entitled “ An act to ascertain the state 
of Manufactories in this State, passed February eleventh, one 
thousand eight hundred and fourteen. 


Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTED by the Council and Generat 
Assembly of this State, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of tke same, 'That an act, entitled “ An act to ascertain the state 
of Manufactories in this State,” passed at Trenton, February 
eleventh, one thousand eight hundred and fourteen, be, and the 
same is hereby repealed. 

A. Passed February 6, 1819, 


A further Supplement to the act entitled “An act respecting 
the Court of Chancery.” 


Sec. 1. BEIT ENACTED, by the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, 'That the Court of Chancery of this state shall hold 
annually, at Trenton, four stated terms, commencing the third 
Tuesday in January, the first Tuesday in April, the second 
Tuesday of July, and the second Tuesday of October, and 
such special terms, at the same or any other place, as the said 
court shall, from time to time, appoint; and that all writs and 
ether process already issued and returnable to the next stated 
term of the said court, shall be returned on the first Tuesday 
in April next, the day of return in the said writs and process 
mentioned notwithstanding. 


Sec. 2. And be it enacted, That when a decree of the said 
court shall be made for the sale of mortgaged premises, for the 
non-payment of any portion or instalment of the debt or demand 
intended to be seeured by the mortgage, or for the non-pay- 
ment of interest only, and it shall appear to the said court that a 
part of the mortgaged premises cannot be sold to satisfy the 
amount to be raised by virtue of the decree, without material in- 
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jury to the remaining part of the mortgaged premises, and that 
Ht is just and reasonable that the whole of the said premises 
should be sold together, it shall and may be lawful for the said 
court to decree a sale to be made of the whole of the said mort- 
gaged premises, and to apply the proceeds of the sale of the 
said premises, or so much thereof as shall be necessary, 
as well to the payment of the interest, instalment or pore 
tion, and costs then due and payable, as towards the payment 
of the whole or residue of the debt or demand which hath not 
become due and payable—and the residue of the proceeds of 
the said sale, to be paid to the person or persons entitled to re> 
ceive the same, or to be brought into court to abide the further 
order of the court, as the equity and the circumstances of the 
case may require. Provided always, that when the residue of 
the debt or demand intended to be secured by the said mort- 
gage is payable at a future day, without interest, the said court 
shall deduct a rebate of legal interest for what the complainant or 
complainants shall receive on such residue of the debt or de- 
mand, to be computed from the actual payment thereof to the 
_ time such residue of the debt or demand weuld have become 
due and payable. 


Sec. 3. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the 
Chancellor to cause any monies brought into the said court to be 
deposited by the clerk of the said court, in his name as clerk, in 
one of the banks in this state, or to be invested in any public 
stock of the United States, and the money so deposited, or pub- 
lic stock, shall be from time to time accounted for, invested, 
transferred or disposed of as the said court shall deem just and 
reasonable; and on the resignation, death or removal of any 
clerk of the said court, all monies deposited in either of the said 
banks to the eredit of the said clerk, shall be carried to the ac- 
count of his successor in office, and the said banks shall take 
notice thereof, and transfer such accounts accordingly ; and the 
chancellor may from time to time make such rules and regule~ 

tions respecting such deposits and investments, as to him shall 
appear just and right, and for the interest of those concerned 
thegein. 

Sec. 4. And be it enacted, That the first section of the act 
entitled “An act respecting the Court of Chancery,” passed the 
13th of June 1799, be and the same is hereby repealed,

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An Act relating to the publication of the Laws and Proceedings 
2s of the Legislature of this State. ; 
Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTED by the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and it 1s hereby enacted by the authority 
‘of the same, That the laws of this state, the votes and proceed- 
ings of ‘the House of Assembly, the journals of Council, and 
minutes of Joint-meeting, shall hereafter be printed on good pa- 
per, In royal ‘octavo form, with small pica type, im the same 
manner and form as the laws of the United States are now 
printed, and that the same be well stitched in pamphlet form, 


' 4. Passed January 13, 1819. 


A further Supplement to an act, entitled “ An act to regulate the 
" fisheries in the river Delaware, and fer other purposes,” pass- 
ed November twenty-sixth, one thousand eight hundred and 


eight. : 


Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTED dy the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That whereever any fishery is occupied upon the 
river Delaware, from the Station Point or north-west corner of 
this state, down’ opposite to the circular boundary of the state of 
Delaware, either the owner or tenant, or some réspectable' person 
appointed by the owner or owners, shall apply to the clerk of the 
county wherein such fishery may be situated, and give a bond, 
with one or more sufficient sureties, to the said clerk and his -suc- 
cessors. in office, in the penal sum of thrée hundred dollars, con- 
ditioned for the payment to the collector of ‘that county of all the 
fines and penalties created or given by this act, and the act to 
which this is a supplement, that shall or may be incurred and re- 
covered for any offence against, or infraction of the said act or 
acts, commitied at such fishery by his or their command or per- 
‘mission, during his or their occupying the same; and shall also 
give unto the said clerk, a description in writing of his or their 
pool or fishing place, together with the name of the township or 
place in which it is situated, and the number of men generally 
employed in fishing, which, together with the bond, the clerk 
shall file in his office, and give to him or them a receipt for thé 
same, on paying him therefor seventy-five cents; which said bond 
shall remain as a security for all such fines or penalties as may 
be incurred or recovered during his or their occupying the said 
pool or fishing place. And, if any person or persons shall fish 
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with any seine or net in the river Delaware, within the limits 
aforesaid, without having previously entered his or their fishery 
as aforesaid, he or they shall forfeit and pay for each person and 
every such offence, the sum of one hundred dollars, with costs 


of suit, to be sued for and recovered in any court of competent. 


jurisdiction, by any person or persons who will sue for the same; 
and if any person or persons shall fish at any fishery that has been 
entered as aforesaid, without permission from him or them enter- 
ing the same, he or they so offending shall forfeit and pay for 
each person and every such offence, the sum of two hundred 
dollars, with costs of suit, to be sued for and recovered in any 
court of competent jurisdiction, by him or them who have en- 
tered the same. 


Sec. 2. And be it enacted, That all and each of the penalties’ 


created, given, or contained in this act, or the act.to which this 
is a supplement, excepting the penalty of’ two hundred dollars, 
contained in the preceding section, shall be sued for and recov- 
ered by action of debt, with costs of suit, in any court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction, by any person or persons who will sue for the 
same, one half to the use of the prosecutor or prosecutors, and 
the other half for the use of the state. 


Sec. 3. And be tt enacted, That in all and every action or 


suit, for any fine or penalty given or created by this act, or the. 


act to which this is a supplement, the person prosecuting shall 
and may sue by waftant or summons, in case the same is com- 
menced in the court for the trial of small causes, or by capias ad 
respondendum, or summons, in case the action is commenced 
in any other court, any law or usage to the contrary, notwith- 
standing. : : 
Sec. 4. And be it enacted, That all and every ak of the act, 
to which this is a supplement, and of the supplementary acts 
thereto, as comes within the purview of this act, be, and the 
same are hereby repealed: Provided that this act shall not be 
considered as valid or operative, until the legislature of the state 
of Pennsylvania shall approve of the same, by engcting a similar 
Jaw. ; 
A. Passed February 9, 1819. 
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A Supplement to the act, entitled “ An act for regulating refer- 
ences, and determining controversies by arbitration. 


Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTED by the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That in all cases where a submission shall be made 
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to arbitration, it shall be. lawful for any justice of the peace with- 
in the county wherein such arbitration may be, to issue subpeoe- 
nas for any witness or witnesses, to appear before the arbitrator 
or arbitrators, and for him or such arbitrator or arbitrators to 
swear, or affirm, such or any other witnesses before the same ; and 
if any such witness or witnessesy shall not appear when so sub- 
penaed, or, if appearing, shall refuse to be sworn or affirmed, 
and give evidence, he or she, so defaulting or refusing, shall be 
liable to the same fines and penalties, as he or she would be by 
law, in any court of record in this state. 


Sec. 2. And be it enacted, That if any witness sworn or af- 
firmed as aforesaid, shall wilfylly and corruptly swear or affirm 
falsely, he or she shall be subjected to all the pains and penalties 


inflicted by law for wilful and corrupt perjury. °

' An Act conceming the Constitution of this State. 


WHEREAS the meeting of the Legislature on the fourth Tues- 
day of October, annually, as prescribed in the constitution of 
this state, is attended with much inconvenience and expense 
to the people, in perticular as it occasions two sittings in order 
to fulfil in a satisfactory manner the duties of the Legislative 
department; and as no method is pointed out in the said con- 
stitution, whereby the citizens of this-state may obtain amend- 
ments thereof, it seems to be the duty of their representatives, 
where it appears to them for the public good, to propose any 
amendment, and prescribe the manner in which the sense of 
the people may lawfully: be taken on the same, and it so ap- 
pearing to the Legislature in this case—Tuzngrorr, 


Sec: 1, BEIT ENACTED by the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That it be proposed and it is hereby proposed, to 
the people of this state to amend the constitution thereof, so that 
the first meeting of the members of the Legislative Council and 
General Assembly, after their annual election, shall be on the 
first Wednesday of January in every yea, instead of the fourth 
Tuesday in October, and that the first meeting under said pro- 

ed amendment be on the first Wednesday in January one 
thousand eight hundred and twenty-one, and that all officers 
holding commissions under any . oint-Meeting appointment, 
whose office shall expire at the session of the Legislature in Oc- 
taber preceding the annual meeting on the first Wednesday of 
January one thousand eight hundred and twenty-one, or pre-e 
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. ceding the first Wednegday in January in any year thereafter, 
shall continue in their several offices until the said annual meet- 
ing, and then expire. And when any such officer is a salary 
officer, the Legislature may by law enact a rateable compensa- 
thon. 

Sec. 2. And be tt enacted, That in order to obtain the sense 
of the people on said proposed amendment, the several persons 
in this state qualified to vote for members of the Legislative Coun- 
cil and General Assembly in the several counties of this state, 

are hereby requested to express their opinion for or against the 
same, by inserting on their respective tickets; wherein is con- 
tained the names of members of Council and Assembly voted 
for, at the next ‘annual election, the word “‘ amendment,” or the 
words “no amendment” as they may think fit, which words may 
be printed or in hand-writing. : 

Sec. 3, And be it enacted, That the votes so given in regard 
to amendment or no amendment as aforesaid, shall be received 
and counted off by the officers of election in the several town- 
ships of this state, and. returned tothe clerks of the courts of 
common pleas of their respective counties at the times and places, 
and in manner as required by law in respect of members of Coun- 
cil and Assembly: And the said clerks respectively shall make 
one general list of the same with the hi, of votes, for and 
against, in proper columns, and date and sign the same, and _ 
make return of such list at the expense of the state to the Gov- 
ernor or person administering the government thereof, on the 
fourth Tuesday in October next ensuing, at Trenton, which re- 
turns so made, the Governor or person administering the govern- 

ment as aforesaid, shall, in the same week, lay before the Coun- 
cil, who shall cast up the same, and ascertain whether two thirds 
of the votes bain favour of the proposed amendment, and shall 
communicate the result without delay to the House of Assembly ; 
and if it shall appear that two thirds of the said votes are in fa- 
vour of said proposed amendment, it shall thereupon be deem- 
ed part of the constitution of this state, and the Governor or 
person administering the-government, shall by his proclamation, 
make known the same to the people. 

Sec. 4, And be tt enacted, That the Secretary of State shall 
cause a copy of this-act to be published in all the public news- 

sapers printed in this state, for the space of three months preced- 
ing the second ‘Tuesday in October next, twice in each month. 

Passed February -9, 1819. 
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An Actexplaining the term of office of the several chosen Free 
holders in the several Counties within this State. 


Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTED by-the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and it is hgreby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That the powers and authorities granted to the se- 
veral Boards of Chosen Freeholders, in the several counties 
within this state, shall be considered to continue in each and 
every Boatd, until the organization of the new Board, at their 
annual meeting, on the second Wednesday of May. The elec- 
tion of new members to the contrary notwithstanding. 


Passed February 10, 1819. 


An Act respecting Persons ‘arriving in this State from Foreign 
Ports. 


Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTED by the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That in all cases wherein any ship or vessel, shail 
arrive within any port or harbour in this state, having on board 
passengers coming from any foreign port or place, it shall and 
may be lawful for the overseer or overseers of the poor of the 
township, at which the said ship or vessel may arrive, or any jus- 
tice of the peace, to require of the master and commander 9 
such ship or vessel, a bond with approved security, to the inha- 
bitanis of such township, in a sum not exceedin® two hundred 
dollars, conditioned for the maintenance and support of any pas~ 
senger on board such ship or vessel as aforesaid, who may be 
sick, infirm, or otherwise incapable, in the opinion of said over- 
seer or overseers, or of such justice, of providing for his or her 
own support. ‘ 


Sec. 2. Be tt enacted, That if the master or commander of 
any ship or vessel, arriving as aforesaid, shall land or suffer to 
be landed from on board his said ship or vessel, any passenger 
who may be sick, infirm, or otherwise incapable of providing for 
his or her own support, except by license or permit from the over- 
seer or overseers of the poor, without having first entered into bond 
as aforesaid, such master or commander shall forfeit and pay for 
each offence, the sum of one hundred dollars, to be sued for and 
recovered by the overseer or overseers of the poor of the town- 
ship, for the use of the same, in an action of debt, with costs of 
suit, before any justice of the peace of said township, or in any 
other court having cognizance thereof.

WHEREAS it hath been represented by the widow, executrix, 
and the executors, together with the heirs that are of age, of 
the said testator, and confirmed by the relatives and persons 
résiding in the neighbourhood. That Catharine Clickinger, 
widow and executrix, is entirely inadequate to take upon 
herself the execution of said will. And that she, without re- 
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flection proved the same, supposing that she might at any time 
thereafter eleet to take her dower in said estate, or make sale 
thereof and enjoy the use of the third part thereof. (The said 
will having given unto her the whole use of the real estate 
during her widowhood, with authority to the executors to sell 
after she should cease to be his widow.) By reason whereof, 
she made sale of the premises, and hath given possession to 
the purchaser, one Levi Holden; but the executors in said 
last will named, after taking advice in the law, refuse to join 
in the execution of a title for the same; they, together with 
said widow, executrix, having taken upon themselves the ex- 
ecution of said last will. 


AND the said widow being desirous to surrender unto her co- 
executors all her right in the said real estate, for the purpose of 
making sale thereof, and pay unto her so much of the interest as 
miay be sufficient for the use of herself and minors, in lieu of 
the possession of the farm, as contemplated by said will: and 
this under the circumstances set forth by all the petitioners 
appearing to be beneficial to all concerned. THEREFORE: 


Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTED by the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That it shall and may be lawful for the executrix 
and executors of the last will and testament of John Clickinger, 
deceased, and they are hereby authorized to sell and convey at 
any time hereafter, the farm and real estate, late the property of 
said testator, ata fair and bona fide price: and that Henry 
Blackwell and Paul Van Dervoort, the executors in said last 
will named, take possession of the sum or sums of money aris-

e county of Salem, be, and he ‘is hereby -authemzed fo cut a 
canal to shorten the navigation of Salem creek, beginning at Sa- 
lem creek, in the township of Lower Penn’s-Neck, on the line 
between the said John Denn’s land and the land ef David Ware, 
and to run on the course of the said line, about south six degrees 
west, until the said canal strikes the said creek and empties into 
the same. 


Sec. 2. And be it enacted, That the said canal shall be cut 
wholly upon the land of the said John Denn, and shall be of the 
breadth of at least twenty-two feet at the top, and of a sufficient 
width at the bottom, and of a sufficient depth of water through- 
out for the free passage of all vessels navigating the said Salem 
creek, and shall, after the same is so cut and opened, be at all 
times afterwards a public highway, and be kept open, at least, 
of the said width and of sufficient depth as aforesaid, for the 
passage of such vessels as navigate the said creek, at the sole 
and proper expense of the said John Denn, his heirs and as- 
Signs, forever; and the said John Denn, his heirs and assigns, 
are hereby bound accordingly, 

Sec. 3. And be it enacted, That when the said John Denn 
shall have opened and completed the said canal, and shall have 
obtained a certificate from the chosen freeholders of the town- 
ships of Mannington and,Lower Penn’s-Neck, or a majority of 
them, that the same is completed and sufficient for the purposes 
aforesaid (and which certificate shall be first filed in the clerk’s 
office of the said county of Salem) it shall and may be lawfal 
for the said John Denn, his heirs and assigns, to build a bridge 
over the said Salem creek for the accommodation of himself, his 
* heirs and assigns, opposite the mansion house of the said John 
Denn; provided that any land to be occupied in the construction 
thereof, be the proper lands of the said John Denn, his heirs or 
assigns; and that the said creek shall not be contracted by the 
abutments on each side, so as to injure or obstruct the navigation 
of said creek, and that the said John Denn shall place in the 
same a good and sufficient draw, at least twenty-two feet wide, 
and shall at all times, himself, his heirs and assigns, support and 
maintain the said bridge and draw, at his and their proper cost 
and charges. 


Sec. 4. And be tt enacted, That if any person or persons, 
shall, in any manner, obstruct the digging of the said canal, or 
fill up the same, or any part thereof, or obstruct the free passage 
of the water through the same, in any manner, or injure the bank 
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ar banks thereof; or shall do injugy to the bridge to be erected 
over the said creek, or the draw or abutments thereof, any per- 
son or persons, so offending, shall, on conviction thereof, forfeit 
and pay, for every such offence, the sum of one hundred dollars 
unto the said John Denn, his heirs or assigns, to be sued for and 
recovered in action of debt, in any court having competent juris- 
diction thereof. 


5, And be it enacted; That when the said canal shall be 
completely finished and made navigable, for vessels as aforesaid,

An act directing the mode for choosing a place in the county 
of Salem, at which to build a court-house and gaol, 


Sec. 1, BE IT ENACTED by the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That the inhabitants of the county of Salem, quali- 
fied to vote in elections for members of the state legislature, she- 
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riffs, and coroners, shall be, and they are hereby authorized and 


required to choose by a majority of votes, a place in said county, ‘ 


at which a ¢ourt-house, gaol, and other necessary publie build- 
ings may be erected. 


Sec. 2. And be it enacted, ‘That the said election shall be 
opened on the second Tuesday in April next, at the’ places in 
the several townships of the said county respectively, where the 
eleetion of members of the legislature for the said county was 
last held; and shall be conducted, continued, and concluded ac- 
cording to the times, and in the mode prescribed by the act of 
the legislature, so far forth as the said act is not herein after al- 
tered and supplied; and the place in said county, which shall 
have a majority of the whole number of votes taken in the coun- 
ty, there the said court-house, gaol, and other necessary public 
buildings shall be built. 


Sec. 3. And be tt enacted, That it shall and may be lawful 
for any person in the said county, entitled to vote in the said 
election, at least fourteen days before the day of election, as 
aforesaid, and not after, to put into the clerk’s office of the said 
county, 2 ticket of nomination, signed by the said person, desig- 
nating the place in said county of Salem, to be voted for as a 
place at which to build the said court-house, gaol, and other ne- 
cessary public buildings; and the said clerk of the county shall, 
and is hereby required, as expeditiously as may be, and at least 
one week before the said election opens, to transmit to the seve~ 
ral clerks of the several townships in the said county tespectively, 
a certified copy of the list of nominations, so as aforesaid affixed 
up in his office, and the clerks of the said townships respectively, 
shall, at the places by law apptinted for holding the said election, 
before the time of opening the said election for a court-house, 
gaol and other necessary public buildings, cause the said nomi- 
nation to be put up and continued in open view, during the said 
election, for the information of the voters.

joined to send forward the said list of persons whose yotes were 
received, to the clerk of the county, at the same time that the 
certificates of the judges and inspectors are forwarded as afore- 
said; and the said clerk is required to file the same in his office, 
for preservation. 


Sec. 6. And be it enacted, That the judges, inspectors, and 
clerks of the said election, in the townships respectively, shall be 
entitled to the same fees per day, as for the like services they are 
entitled to receive by the act before referred to, for the election 
of members of the legislature in said county, to be paid by the

And be it enacted, 'That all officers and others acting 
under this law, shall for breach or neglect of duty, be liable to

Sec. 8. And be it enacted, That in order to raise money for 
building of the said court-house, gaol, and other necessary pub- 
lic buildings, and for purchasing a lot to build on, if necessary, 
it shall and may be lawful for the assessors and collectors of the

allowed such compensation and fees as they are entitled to for 
assessing and collecting the state taxes.

the town of Salem is the place chosen for such court-house, 
gaol, and other necessary public buildings, all powers of the said 
board of chosen freehelders, under this act, shall cease and de- 
termine.

_ To the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court for the time bes 
ing, at the rate of twelve hundred dollars by the year. 
_ To the other Justices of the Supreme Court, for the time be- 
ing, at the rate of eleven hundred dollars by the year. 

o the President of the Court of Common Pleas of the first 
district, at the rate of eleven htindred dollars by the year. 

‘I'o the Treasurer of the State for the time being, at the rate 
of one thousand dollars by the year. 
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To the Attorney-General of the State, for the time being, at 
the rate of eighty dollars by the year. 

To the Adjutant-General of the State, for the time being, at 
the rate of one hundred and twenty dollars by the year ; 

All which salaries shall be paid to the several officers before 
mentioned, their executors, administrators or assigns, on war- 
rants produced to the Treasurer, signed by the Governor or Vice- 
President of Council; and in case any of the said officers shall - 
be removed from office by death or otherwise, the salary of such 
officer shall cease and determine on such removal, and the salary 
of his successor shall commence from the time he shall be sworn 
or affirmed into office. 


Sec. 2. nd be it enacted, That there shall be paid to the 
Vice-President of Council and Speaker of the House of Assem- 
bly, the sum of three dollars and fifty cents, and to every other 
member of the Council and General Assembly, the sum of three

Company. 


Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTED by the Council and General

the same, That Simon Cortright, esq. Daniel Shoemaker, 

illiam Hill, Gershom Courson and William Hankinson, or a 
Majority of them, be authorized to receive subseriptions for erect- 
ing a turnpike road four rods wide, commencing at the abutment 
of Columbia bridge, in the township of Knowlton, in the county 
ef Sussex, and extending up the Dalbwore river to the Water- 
gap, thence through the water-gap, keeping as near the river as 
possible to Pecaquary, and then still along or as near the river as 
the ground will admit, to near the house of Andrew Hill, thence 
up the Flatbrook on the south side to near Eli Fuller's mills, and 
froma thence the nearest and best route, until it intersects the Sus- 
sex and Morris turnpike, and that they shall give security to the 
Governor of this state, to pay the subscription money they shall 
receive, to the treasurer of the Turnpike Company, and to per- 
form the other duties required of them by this act, for which 
service they shall be paid by the Turnpike Company.

the treasurer of the Turnpike Company, by such instalments, as 
the president and directors shall order and appoint Provided, 
that no instalment to be called for, shall exceed the sum of three 
dollars on each share, and that four weeks notiee of the time of 
payment, shall be given by advertisement, and that as soon as 
two hundred shares shall be subscribed, the said Simon Cort- 
right, Daniel Shoemaker, William Hill, Gershom Coursen, and 
William Hankinson, or a majority of them, or their survivors, 
shall call a meeting of the subscribers and stockholders, to be 
held at the house now kept by George A. Sassenberg, in Co- 
lumbia, after four weeks notice in the Sussex Register, printed 
at Newton, to choose a president and five directors, four of whom 
shall constitute a board to transact business, and a treasurer to 
continue in office until the first Tuesday in November, and un-

Provided that in case of the death, resignation, refusal, or 
inability of either of the said commissioners to fulfil the duties of 
his appointment, that then it shall be lawful for the Governor of 
this state, or the person administering the government thereof, 
to appoint some disinterested person mn his place, 
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Sec. 5. And be it enacted, That in the middle of said turnpike 
toad, there shall be formed a space or artificial road, not Jess 
than twenty-four feet in breadth, in the most rocky parts thereof, 
and thirty-two feet, where the soil may be free from rocks, the 
centre of which shall be raised fifteen inches at least above the 
sides, arising towards the middle by a gradual arch, which artifi- 
cial road shall be drained by ditches and subterraneous passages, 
of a sufficient depth to carry off the water, and shall be sufficient- 
ly bedded or faced with stone, gravel, or other hard substance, 
So as to secure a solid foundation for the samo at all seasons of 
the year, and eighteen feet thereof shall be faced with gravel or 
broken stone, so as to form a firm and even surface, and in its 
progress no part of it shall rise above an angle of five degrees

the newspaper named in the second section, and by advertise- 
ments signed by the president of the said company, put up in 
four of the most public places adjacent to the said road, and to 
choose one respectable freeholder in the state, not interested, 
and the said corporation shall also choose one respectable free- 
holder not interested, who, in case of their disagreement, shall 
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have power to choose an umpire, and bow Acs cna with said 
ympire, if chosen, or a majority of them, having taken an 
gath or affirmation to act impartially and to the best of their know- 
ledge, shall determine, at the expense of the turnpike company, 
the amount of the compensation, which shall be paid by the com- 
pany to such of the applicants as they shall conceive to be in- 
jured, on which payment or tender thereof, to the owner or own- 
ers, the company shall become seized in the same estate, in the 
said lands which the owner or owners held in the same; but if 
the owner or owgers of any land, through which the said road 
shall pass, will not agree to any of the provisions heretofore 
made, or refuse or neglect to join in such choice, or shall be 
feme covert, under age, non compos mentis, or out of the state, 
or in case the men thus chosen, shall not decide thereon, then it 
shall be lawful for one of the justices of the supreme court, upon 
the application of either party, and at the costs and charges of 
the corporation, to direct a special jury of freeholders of an 
township in the said county, through which the said road shall 
not run, to be struck before such justice in the manner in which 
special juries are generally struck, who shall view, examine and 
survey the said lands, tenements and hereditaments, and estimate 
the injury or damage sustained as aforesaid,.and shall make an 
inquisition thereof under their hands and seals, to be returned to 
the said justice of the supreme court, by the sheriff of said coun- 
ty, in which the inguisition is taken; and it shall be the duty of 
such sheriff to attend before the said justice, with the book of 
the freeholders, at such time and place as the said justice shall 
appoint, upon reasonable notice being given him for the purpose 
of striking such jury, and also upon like notice, to have the jury 
upon the premises in question, at the time mentioned in said no- 
tice, and to administer the oath or affirmation to the said jurors, 
and the said sheriff and jurors shall be entitled to the like fees 
for their service, as are allowed by law in other cases of special 
juries, and upon the coming in of such report or inquisition, and 
the confirmation thereof, and the said company paying to the 
owners respectively, the sums in such report, in full compensa- 
tion for such lands, or for the injury sustained as aforesaid, the 
said company shall become seized in the same estate, in the said 
lands which the said owner held in the same, and they and all 
who have acted under them, shall be acquitted and freed from 
all responsibility for and on account of such injury: Provided, 
that the payment of damages aforesaid, for Saad through which 
the said road may be laid, or tender thereof be made before the 
said company or any person under their direction or in their em- . 
ploy enter upon and break ground in the premises, except sur- 
veying and laying out said road, unless the consent of the owner 
of such land be first obtained. 


Sec. 8. And be it enacted, That as soon as the said company 
shall have completed four miles of the said road, then it shall 
be Jawfut for the directors to give notice to the Governor or the 
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person administering the government of this state, who shall 
thereupon forthwith nominate and appoint three commissioners, 
who having first taken their oaths or affirmations for that pur- 
pose, shall at the expense of the corporation, view the same, and 
report to him in writing, whether the said road is so far executed 
in a workmanlike manner, according to the true intent and 
meaning of this act, and if the said commissioners or any two of 
them report in the affirmative, then it shall be the daty of the 

overnor or person administering the government by license un- 
der his hand,: to. permit tlie said directors to erect gates and 
turnpikes across the sai@ road, and to demand and receive toll at 
the rates hereinafter specified, and in like manner when the re- 
mainder of the road or any part thereof shall be made, approved 
of and licensed as aforesaid to erect other gates and turnpikes, 
and for passing through the same, to demand and receive toll 
for travelling gach mile of the said road, after the following rates, 
to wit: 


For every carriage, sleigh or sled drawn 
by one beast, ‘ » . one cent. 
For every additional beast, =. . one cent. 
For every additional beast exceeding four, two cents. 
For every horse and rider or led horse or mule, one half cent. 
For every dozen of calves, sheep or hogs, _ one half cent. 


For evety dozen of horses, mules or cattle, two cents. 


And it shall be lawful for the toll gatherers to stop persons 
riding, leading or driving any horse, cattle, mules, calves, sheep 
or hogs or carriages of burthen of pleasure from passing through 
the said gates or turnpikes until they shall have respectively paid 
the toll as above specified: Provided, that nothing in this act 
shall be construed so as to entitle the said company to demand 
or receive toll of or from any person passing to or from 
public worship on the Sabbath day, or to or from any mill to 
which he may usually resort for the grinding of grain for his 
family’s use, or horses, carriages, sleighs or sleds carrying per- 
sons to or from a funeral, or- any person passing to or from his 
¢ommon business on his farm, or any militia man passing to or 

om any training on a muster day appointed by law, or to or 
from any tour of militia duty, or any other military officer or sol- 
dier passing or re-passing when called to do duty by the laws of. 
this state or of the United States, or for the waggons, carriages, 
beasts of burden or draught, which may be employed in conyey- 
ing the persons of such militia man, officer or soldier, their bag- 
gage, ammunition or other articles necessary for their use. 

Sec. 9. And be it enacted, ‘That no toll-gate shall be erected 
er obstruction placed, on such part of said road as is at present 
a public highway. ~= 

Sec. 10. And be tt enacted, That before said company shal] 
feceive toll for travelling said road, they shall cause mile stones 
‘er posts to be erected and maintained, one for each and every 
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mile on said road, and on each stone or post shall be fairly and 
legibly marked the distance the said stone or post is from Co- 
lumbia, ahd shall cause to be fixed and always kept up at the 
gates aforesaid, in some conspicuous place, q printed list of the 
rates of toll which may be lawfully demanded, and also a board 
on which shall be printed in large letters “‘ Keep to the right ‘as 
the law directs.” 


Sec. 11. And be it enacted, That if any person shall wilfully 
break, throw down or deface any of the mile stones or posts so 
erected on the said road for the information of the people travel- 
ling the same, or wilfully tear down or deface any of the printed 
rates of toll or directions, or shall cut, break down or destroy or 
otherwise injure any gates, turnpike or bridges that shall be erect- 
ed pursuant to this act, or shall forcibly pass the same without 
having paid the legal toll at such gates or turnpike, such person 
or persons, shall forfeit and pay a fine not exceeding the sum of 
twenty dollars to be recovered by the corporation, to their use, 
with costs of suit, besides being subject to an action of trespass 
for the damages sustained ; and if any person with his carriage, 
team or horse, turn out of said road to pass a gate or gates, on 
private ground adjacent thereto, and again enter on said road, 
with intent to avoid the toll due by virtue of this act, such per- 
son of persons shall forfeit and pay three times as much as the 
Tegal toll would have been for passing through said gates, to be 
recovered hy the said corporation, for the use thereof, in an ac- 
tion of debt with costs of suit. 


Sec. 12. And be it enacted, That if any toll gatherer shall 
unnecessarily hinder or delay any traveller passing at any of the 
gates, or shall receive more toll than is by this act established, 
he shall for every such offence, forfeit and pay to the person so 
hindered or defrauded, the sum of twenty dollars, to be recover- 
ed in an action of debt with costs of suit. 


Sec. 13. nd be it enacted, That the shares in the said turn- 
pike road, shall be taken, deemed and considered as_per- 
sonal property, and be transferred in such manner as the direc- 
tors may appoint: Provided, that if the said company shall not 
commence their operations within three years from the passing 
of this act, and complete the said road within ten years accord- 
ing to the true intent and meaning of this act, then and in either 
of these cases this act shall cease, be void and of none effect, ex- - 
cept so far as compels the said company to make reparation for 
damajes, 


Sec. 14. And be it enacted, That all drivers of carriages, 
slejghs or sleds of all kinds, whether of burthen or pleasure, or 
persons on horseback, using the said road, shall keep their horses, 
carriages, sleighs or sleds, on the right hand of the said road in 
the passing direction, leaving the other side of the road free and 
clear for other carriages or persons on horseback to pass; and if 
any person shall offend against this provision, such person shall 
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forfeit and pay the sum of two dollars to any person who shall he 
obstructed in their passage and will sue for the same, tp be te- 
covered with costs of suit, and shall also be subject to an action 
of trespass for the damages sustained. : 
Sec. 15, And be'it enacted, That the president and diree- 
tors of the said company shall cause to be kept a just and true pyty of the 
account of all monies received from the subscrihers to the stock board. 
of the said company, and also of all monies by them expended in. 
the prosecytion of the said work, and shall at-least once in eve: 
year, submit such account to a general meeting of the stockhold~ 
ers until the said turnpike shall be completed ; and if at any time. 
previous to the completion of the said turnpike, and payment of 
all costs, charges and expenses thereof, it:shall be found that the . 
capital stock of the said company is not sufficient to domplete 
the same; it shall and may be lawful'for the said president, direc- 
tors and company at a stated or special meeting sonvengd for 
that purpose, to increase the number of shares to such extent as 
may be necessary to complete the same, and to demand ahd re- 
ceive the monies subscribed for such shares in the mapner herein 
before provided for original subscriptions, 


Sec. 16. And be tt énacted, That the said president and di- " 
rectors shall cause to be kept, just and true accounts of all mo- net ries 
nies received by the collectors of tolls, for travelling on said road; received. 
and of all penalties and forfeitures accruing to said company, and 
also of all costs, charges and expenses of repairing and maintajn- 
ing said road and transacting the business of said company, and 
shall once in every year or oftener if they shall deem it necessa- , 
nh make and declare a dividend of the clear income, and profits 

ereof among the stockholders of the said compay, which shall 
be paid by the treasurer of said company to the said stockhold- 
ers or their legal representatives, in such manner as the said pre- 
sident and directors shall appoint. 

Sec. 17. And be it enacted, That if the said company shall pt ong 
not keep the said road and bridges in ‘good repair, and com- the road is :

disinterested, the said justiee shall immediately appoint by writ- 
ing, under his hand and seal, three of the township committee of 
the township wherein the cause of complaint arase, or if:1t be on 
the line of any two townships of either of said townships, which 
three persons Keing disinterested in the said road, or a majority 
of them, on notice being given to the keeper of the nearest gate,

An act relating to the last will and testament of Thomas Hoff, 
late of the township of Hopewell, in the county of Hunter- 
don, deceased, 


WHEREAS the said Thomas Hoff, by his last will and testa- 
ment, bearing date the twenty-first August, one thousand se- 
ven hundred and ninety-six, did give and bequeath unto his 
wife Rebecca, all his real and personal estate, as long as she 
remained his widow, or, if not marrying, during her life, and 
at her decease or second marriage, did order the same to be 
sold by his executors, and did give and bequeath the monies 
arising therefrom to his son Andraw Hoff, reserving a legacy 
of ten pounds to Isabella Drake, to be paid as soon as the 
money arising from the said sale could be collected: Provided, 
that if he should die without a lawful heir, the monies remain- 
ing undispesed of by hiny at his decease, to be disposed of

Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTED by the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That Andrew Hoff, surviving executor of the last 
will and testament of Thomas Hoff, deceased, be, and he is 
hereby authorized to sell and convey the lands, messuages and 
tenements whereof the said Thomas Hoff died seized and pos- 
sessed, in the same manner as in and by the said last will 
and testament he is authorized to sell the same, on the death or 
second marriage of Rebecca the widow of the testator, which 
sale and the conveyance or conveyances made in pursuance 
thereof, shall be as valid and effectual to all intents and purposes, 
as if the same had been made after the death or second marriage 
of the said Rebecca—Provided, that nothing herein contained 
shall alter, change, lessen or affect any lien, incumbrance or se- 
curity made, created or given by the said Rebecca Hoff and An- 
drew Hoff, or either of them, or in any way affect the rights of 
their or either of their creditors under or by virtue of judgment, 
mortgage, or other lien.

An act to divorce Sarah Seward, from her husband Daniel 
. Seward. 


Sec. 1. BEIT ENACTED by the Couneil and General As- 
sembly of this State, and tt ts hereby enacted by the authority of 
the same, That from and a‘ter the passing of this act, the mar- 
riage of Daniel Seward and Sarah his wife of the county of Mor- 
ris, in this state, be, and the same is hereby dissolved, and an- 
nulled, and made of no effect, as fully and effectually to all in- 
tents and purposes, as if they had never been’ joined in matri- 
mony.

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‘An act for the temporary confinement of Prisoners taken by 
process, or sentenced by lawful authority in the county of 
Bergen, and for other purposes therein mentioned. 


Sev. 1. BE IT ENACTED by the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
af the same, That after the old court-house is pulled down, and 
until the new court-house which is now building in the county of 
Bergen, is completéd, the courts of oyer and terminer and gene- 
fal gaot delivery, the circuit courts, the inferior courts of com- 
mon pleas, aid the courts of general ‘quarter sessions of the 
peace and otphans’ court in and for the said county, shall be held 
at the house at present occupied by Morris Earle in the town of 
Hackensack, in the said county. 


Sec. 2. And be tt enacted, That after the old court-house is 
pulled down, and until the said new court-house is completed, 
all prisoners arrested by civil or criminal process in the said 
county, and all persons sentenced to imprisonment by the law- 
ful authority of the said county, other than those sentenced to 
confinement in the state-prison, shall be confined in the common 
gaol of the county of Essex, Provided that the board of chosen 
freeholders of the said county of Essex consent thereto. And 
that after the new court-house, now erecting, is completed, the 
courts aforesaid in the said county shall be held, and the prison- 
ers be confined in the same. 

Sec. 3. And be tt enavted, That nothing in this act contained, 
shall be construed to extend to persons giving bond to the sheriff 
for the liberty of walking in the limits of the gaol.

An act to authorize a Draw-Bridge over Menantico creek in 
the county of Cumberland. 


Sec. 1, BE [T ENACTED by the Council and General 
“Assembly of this State, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That it shall and may be lawful for the board of 
chosen freeholders of the county of Cumberland to build and 
maintain a good and sufficient bridge over Menantico creek in 
said county, at or near the place where the road lately laid out 
leading from Millville to Port Elizabeth, crosses the same, with 
a draw therein not less than twenty-two feet in width for the con< 
Venient passage of vessels navigating said creek. 
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Seq. 2. And be it enacted, That if any shallop-man or other 
pare or persons shall hoist the draw in said «bridge, and 
eave the same hoisted so as to prevent travellers and others 
from passing over the same, for more than fifteen minutes, when 
the same is not absolutely necessary for the passage of some 
vessel through the same; or if any person or persons shall cut, 
remove, or destroy any piece or pieces of timber, or any plank 
or planks belonging to or a part of said bridge, draw, posts, or 
piles, or shall remove any piece or pieces of umber, or plank or 
planks off said draw, bridge, or any iron work belonging to the 
same, or otherwise wilfully damage or injure said bridge or draw 
unnecessarily, he, she, or they so offending shall for each and 
every offence, forfeit and pay the sum of twenty dollars, over and 
above the damage done thereto, to be recovered in an action of 
debt before any court having competent jurisdiction, with costs 
of suit, by any person who shall sue for the same, one half of 
said sum to be for the use of the prosecutor, and the other half 
to be paid into the hands of the county collector of the courity 
where such suit shall be brought, to and for the use of said county.

An act to authorize Tunis Melick, administrator of Peter Me~ 
lick, deceased, to fulfil a contract for the sale of land made by 
the said Peter Melick, deceased, with Nicholas E. Melick. 


WHEREAS it appears that Peter Melick, late of the county of 
Hunterdon, deceased, did in his life-time contract and sell by 
verbal contract, to Nicholas E. Melick, a certain tract of wood- 
land, situate in the township of Tewksbury, in said county, 
containing twelve acres and seventy-eight hundredths of an 
acre, or thereabouts, and now in possession of the said Nich-

‘Tewksbury in the county of Hunterdon, containing twelve acres 
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and seventy-eight hundredths of an acre, and now in possession 
of the said Nicholas E. Melick, the same being es of a large 
lot conveyed to the said Peter Melick by Robert R. Livingston, 
and which the said Peter Melick by a verbal contract, in his lifes 
time, agreed to convey unto the said Nicholas E. Melick, which 
deed, when duly executed and delivered, shall be as good and 
effectual for the conveyance of said land as if the same had been

Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTED by the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and st ts hereby enacted by the authori 
of the same, That all the right, title, and interest of this state, of, 
in, and to a certain tract of land in the towaship of Hackensack, 
in the county of Bergen, which was purchased by William Ro- 
gers of Henry Banta, on the first day of June eighteen hundred 
and fourteen, containing fifty-three acres, one rood, and thirty- 
five perches, be, and the same is hereby fully and entirely re- 
leased and quit-claimed unto Ann Rogers, witfow of the said 
William Rogers, to her, her heirs and assigns forever: Provided, 
that nothing in this act shall in any wise affect the right, title, or 
claim of any other person or persons, in Jaw or equity, to said 
premises.

A, further Supplement to the act, entitled “ An act to incorpo- 
rate a company to erect a turnpike from Bordentown to Southe 
Amboy. 

Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTED by the Council and General

of the same, That the president and directors of the Bordentown 
and South-Amboy turnpike company, shall so construct the

bridge to be erected, or now erecting over the South river autho- 
rized by an act, entitled “ An act supplementary to the act enti- 
tled An act to incorporate a company to erect a turnpike from 

entowa to Squth-Amboy,” passed November sixth, eighteen 
hundred and seventeen, that one part of it not less than twenty- 
two feet shall hoist or draw for the free passage of such vessels, 
with fixed standing masts as shall from time to time have occa- 
Sion. to pass up and down the said South river, and the bent 
whereon the said draw is to be constructed, shall be set and placed 
in such part of the said bridge, es. will render the passage of ves- 
sels through the same, the most easy, safe and convenient, and 
he the most conducive to the free navigation of the said South 
tiver ; and the better to facilitate the passage of vessels through 
the said bridge, two or more posts or piles shal] be set or driven 
on beth sides of the entrance of the said draw in such place 
as will best cenduce to the most easy and safe entrance of 
wessels into and passage through the said draw; and being so 
set, shall forever ‘hereafter he supported and mamtained by the 
said The president and directors of the Bordentown and South- 
Amboy turnpike company and their successors. 


Sec. 2: And be tt enacted, That the said president and di- 
rectors of the said company shall at all times after the build- 
ing of the said bridge, support, maintain and uphold, and if oc- 
casion shall require, rebuild the said draw, and at all times keep 
it in good and perfect repair, and fit and convenient for the 
passage of all vessels, and also shall give good and faithful at- 
tendance at the draw of the said bridge andas speedily as the 
nature of thé case will admit, shall hoist or raise the draw for 
all masted vessels for which a passage through the same may be 
tequired, without any toll or exaction therefor. And on neglect 
or failure of the said president and directors of the said com- 
pany, their successors or assigns to support, uphold and main- 
tain the said draw in the said bridge,. and-at all,times to keep 
it in good and perfect repair, or of giving attendance at the 
draw as aforesaid, the said The president and directors of the 
Bordentown and South-Amboy turnpike company, shall be Ha- 
ble to be indicted and on conviction to be fined im any sum,not 
exceeding one hundred dollars; and also shall be liable to be 
sued by any person or persons aggrieved by the said neglect or 
failure, in an action of trespass on the case.

BE IT ENACTED by the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That notwithstanding the payment, or tender of 
the money in the sixth section of the act, to which this is a 
supplement, the said corporation of “The president, mana- 
gers and company of the Rancocus toll bridge,” shall tte deem- 
ed as continuing so far as respects any estate, real or personal, 
vested in or belonging to said corporate body, other than the 
bridge in said act mentioned, for the space of three years from 
the said twenty-third of January one thousand eight hundred

Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTED by the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That the marriage contract between Elizabeth Wil- 
liams of the county of Essex, (late of the county of Morris) and 
Linus Williams, her husband, be, and the same is hereby dis- 
solved to all intents and gl tou whatsoever, and the said Eliza- 
beth Williams and Linus, her hushand, are hereby declared to 
be set free from the matrimonial contract, as fully as if they had 
never been joited in bonds of matrimony.

'the toll as above specified: Provided, that nothing in this act 
shall be construed so as to entitle the said company to demand 
or receive toll of or from any person passing to or from 
public worship on the Sabbath day, or to or from any mill to 
which he may usually resort for the grinding of grain for his 
family’s use, or horses, carriages, sleighs or sleds carrying per- 
sons to or from a funeral, or any person passing to or from his 
common business on his farm, or any militia man passing to or 
from any training on a muster day appointed by law, or to or 
from any tour of military duty, or any other military officer or sol- 
dier passing or re-passing when called to do duty by the laws of

Sec. 9. And be it enacted, That no toll-gate shall be erected 
or obstruction placed, on such part of said road as is at present 
a public highway. 

And be it enacted, That before said company shal] 
receive toll for travelling said road, they shall cause mile-stones 
or posts to be erected and maintained, one for each and every 
mile on said. road, and on each stone or post shall be fairly and 
legibly marked the distance the said stone or post is from An- 
dover Furnace, or Elizabeth-Town Point, and shall cause to be 
fixed and always kept up at the gates aforesaid, in some con- 
spicuous place, a printed list of the rates of toll which may be 
lawfully demanded, and also a board on which shall be printed 
in large letters “ Keep to the right as the law directs.”

for the damages sustained ; and if any person with his carriage, 
team or horse, turn out of said road to pass a gate or gates, on 
private ground adjacent thereto, and again enter on said road, 
with an intent to avoid the toll due by virtue of this act, such per- 
son or persons shall forfeit and pay three times as much as the 
legal toll would have been for passing through said gates, to be 
recovered by the said corporation, for the use thereof, in an ac- 
tion of debt with costs of suit. ; 


Sec. 12. And be tt enacted, That if any toll gatherer shell 
unnecessarily hinder or delay any traveller passing at any of the 
gates, or shall receive more toll than is by this act esfablished, 
he shall for every such offence, forfeit and pay to the person so 
hindered or defrauded, the sum of twenty dollars, to be recover- 
ed in an action of debt with costs of suit. 


Sec. 13. And be it enacted, That the shares in the said turn- 
pike road, shall be taken, deemed and considered as _per- 
sonal property, and be transferred in such manner as the direc- 
tors may appoint: Provided, that if the said company shall not 
commence their operations within three years from the passing 
of this act, and complete the said road within ten years accord- 
ing to the true intent and meaning of this act, then and in either 
of these cases this act shall cease, be void and of none effect, ex- 
cept so far as compels the said company to make reparation for 
damages.

previous to the completion of the said turnpike, and payment of

ing said road and transacting the business of said company, and

ing, under his. hand and seal, three of the township committee of 

- the township wherein the cause of complaint arose, or if it be on 
the line of any two townships of either of said townships, which 
three persons being disinterested in the said road, or a majority 
of them, on notice being given to the keeper of the nearest gate,

WHEREAS certain monies have been paid into the treasury 
of this state, from the sales of part of the cargo of the brig 
Perseverance, wrecked on the coast of Cape May, in the year 
one thousand eight hundred and sixteen, and it appearing that 
Jaques Coulon Meuron is justly entitled to receive eleven hun- 
dred and twenty-eight dollars and eighty-three cents, and that 
Joseph Richards is entitled to receive one hundred and nine 
dollars and ninety cents of said monies, but which they have 
been prevented from receiving by reason of their not being 
able to make due proof of their respective claims within the 
time limited by law—rTHEREFORE, 


Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTED by the Council and General 
-Issembly of this State, and it ts hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, 'That the treasurer of this state, be, and he is here- 
by directed to pay unto the said Jaques Coulon Meuron and 
Joseph Richards, or to their duly authorized attorneys in fact, 
the sums so as aforesaid due to them respectively, any thing in 
the act concerning wrecks, passed March the eighth, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and eight, to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Sec. 2. And be tt enacted, That the treasurer shall, and he 
is hereby authorized to pay to any other owner or owners, or to

drowned lafids and the line of the township of Frankferd, which 
may in their opinion be benefitted by removing the obstructions 
in the said ereek, and straitening the course thereof; which said 
corhmissioners, after having ascertained the same, shall make and 
subscribe a roll thereof, containing a statement of the several Jots, 
with the number of acres in each, and the names of the owners 
pi prsaiee and having finished the same, shall file a copy there-

signed by them, in the clerk’s office in the county of Sussex. 


Sec. 2. And be it enacted, That m shall be lawful for the 
owners and possessors of the lands and meadow aforesaid to 
meet at the house now kept by Samuel Decker in Deckertown, 
on the first Monday in April next, at one o’clock in the after- 
noon, and then and there by a majority of votes of the persons 
so met to choose three managers to direct the removal of ob- 
structions and straitening the course of said creek, and to make 
an estimate of the expense. of the same, which shall be laid be- 
fore the commissioners aforesaid.

name or names of the person or persons, with the sums, he, she, 
or they were assessed to the said commissioners, who, on due 
proof of such notice and neglect or refusal to pay, shall let out 
or lease at public sale, after ten days notice thereof by advertise- 
ment, the meadow or land overflowed with water, on which the 
said sum so due shall have been assessed, for such term or terms, 
as will be sufficient to pay the sum so assessed, and the costs 
and charges arising on such sale. 


Sec. 5. And be tt enacted, That the said managers shall keep

on the first Monday in April, until said obstructions shall be re- 
moved, and said managers shail be liable for all monies by them 
received, but not applied for removing said obstructions, and shall 

y the balance in their hands over to their successors in office, 
and on their neglect or refusal to do the same, shall be liable to 
an action of debt, to be sued for and recovered by said commit- 
tee in their own names, in any court where the same may be 
cognizable, to, and for the use of the several persons who have 
paid the same. 


Sec. 6. And be it enacted, That the owners and possessors 
of said meadows and swamps shall and may yearly, and every 
year, on the first Monday in April, at one o’clock afternoon, 
meet and assemble at the house of Samuel Decker, in Decker- 
town, or at such other place as a majority of those met at their 
first or any subsequent meeting shall determine by a majority 
of votes of those met, to choose three persons for managers for 
the ensuing year, and also three persons as a corhmittee to exa- 
mine and settle the accounts of said managers.

An act to authorize the banking and iniproving certain salt 
marshes or meadows on Lake’s creek, in the township of 
Eggharbour, in the county of Gloucester. 


Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTED by the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and it ts hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, 'That it shall and may be lawful for the owners and 
possessors of the salt marsh and meadow upon Lake’s creek in 
the township of Eggharbour, in the county of Gloucester, or a 
majority of them, their heirs and assigns, to erect, keep up and 
maintain a bank, sluice, and flood-gates across said creek, sp as 
to prevent the said meadow from being overflowed by the tide. 


Sec. 2. And be it enacted, That it shall and may’ be lawful 
for the said owners and possessors, or a majority of thent, to 
meet at the house now occupied by John Perry, at the request 
of any one or more of the said owners and possessors, upon four- 
teen days notice being given to all the owners and possessors who 
may be interested; and’ at such meeting by a majority of votes 
by ballot of the owners anid possessors met to appoint three ma- 
nagers to have the direction of procuring ‘materials and building 
said bank, sluices, flood-gates, and other water-works; a treasurer 
to receive and pay out all monies which are to be collected and 
paid by and for the use of the said owners and possessors, and a 
clefk to keep the records of the proceedings, and all papers be- 
longing to the said owners and possessors, which said managers, 
treasurer and clerk, shall hold their respective offices until the 
first Saturday in April after they are elected, and thence until 
others are appointed; and it shall be lawful for the said owners 
and possessors to meet on the first Saturday of are annually, 
at such time and place as shall from time to time be appointed 
at their first or any subsequent meeting, to vote for officers, make 
bye-laws and transact such other business as may be necessary 
for the promotion of the objects of this act. 


Sec. 3. And be it enacted, That Joseph Risley, Thomas Gar- 


’ wood and James English, of said township, or any two of them, , 


be, and they are hereby appointed commissioners to value all 
the marsh or toeadow ground which shall or may ‘be secured 
from the overflow of the tide by the said bank and other 
water works, and if necessary, cause all the lots or parcels of 
meadow lying within the bounds of the same, to be measured, 
and a plot of the same to be made, shewing the quantity of marsh 
or meadow held by each person, and the value of the same, and 
to make an estimate of the sum‘or sums of money necessaty to 
defray the expenses of the different services done or required to 
be done by or for the said owners and possessors, and for making 
the bank and other water works, necessary to keep the tide from 
overflowing the said meadow until the same shall be put in a pro- 
per state of isnprovement, and the said commissioners shall there- 
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upon assess the same on the Said meadows according to the va- 
lue and quantity each owner may have within the said bank and 
water works and the benefit to be derived thereby, and they, or 
any two of them, shall state in the said assessment the name of 
each owner and possessor, the number of acres or parts of acres 
held by each, th® sums assessed on each of them severally, and 
the time or times of payment, which assessment shall be by them 
delivered to the treagurer of the said owners and possessors: 


Sev. 4. And be it enacted, That the bank contemplated to be 
built by virtue of this act, shall begin at and extend from a cer- 
tain pine stump standing on David Somers’ fast land above high 
water mark, thence south twenty degrees west, to an island in 
the marsh, thence from the south-east side of said island, near 
the old salt-works, south thirteen degrees east, crossing Liake’s 
creek to a stake, thence south fifty degrees east, to another stake, 
thence south eighty-five degrees east, to the fast land of Joseph 
Scull, or as near to the said lines as the commissioners named 
in this act, or any two of them, may think most beneficial to all 
persons interested. 


Sec. 5. And be it enacted, That if any owner or possessor of 
any meadow lying within such bank or otheg water works, or any 
other person or persons by his or her order, shall Wwilfilly open 
any of the flood-gates or sluices without the consent or direction 
of dne or more of the managers, or shall do any damage to any 
of the said water works of the said owners and possessors, suth 
person or persons so offending shai] make good all damages oc- 
casioned thereby and be recovered by the owners and possessors 
receiving the damages, in any court in which the same may be 
cognizable, with costs of suit. 


Sec. 6. And be tt enacted, That the said treasurer, on the re- 
ceipt of the duplicate from the said commissioners, shall in per- 
son, or in notice left at the usual place of abode of each owner 
or possessor, demand of and from each owner and possessor, at 
least twenty days before the time of payment, the sum assessed 
as aforesaid, and if any of the owners and possessors shall neglect 
or refuse to pay the sums assessed, or any part thereof, for the 
space of twenty days after the time fixed for the payment thereof, 
it shall and may be lawful for the said treasurer to seize and rent 
out at public vendue to the highest bidder, for so long a time as 
may be requisite, and no longer, so much of the meadow ground 
within the said bank and water works, belonging to or in posses- 
sion of such delinquent owner and possessor, as may be sufficient 
to dischatge such assessment, or such part thereof as may remain 
unpaid, and all expenses that may attend the recovery thereof, 
having first advertised the same for the space of two weeks in 
LS of the most public plaves in the neighbourhood of the said 
meadows. 


Sec. 7. And be it enacted, That if the estimate made by the 
commissioners sheuld not produce a sufficient sum of money te 
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fulfil the purposes iatended to be pierformet! by this act, then the 
said managers shall from time to time make assessments of such 
further sum or sums of money as may be necessary to answer the 
purposes aforesaid, which shall be by them assessed and collected 
in lke manner as is herein before directed. 


Sec. 8. And be tt enacted, That the sluices, locks, or flaod-

WHEREAS a large number of the inhabitants of this state, have, 
by their petition, prayed the passage of an act of the legisla- 
ture, to incorporate a company for anainge permanent and 
convenient bridge from a new street on the New-Jersey shore, 
at or near Camden, in the county of Gloucester, being about 
three hundred feet south of Wildes’s ferry, to the island or sand 
bar in the river Delaware, opposite the city of Philadelphia, in 
the state of Pennsylvania. “nd whereas, it appears that the 
completion of the said bridge, and the investing of the said cor- 
poration with further powers to erect and maintain wharves 
upon the said island, and open convenient ferries from thence 
to the said city, to Southwark and to the Northern Liberties, 
in the said state of Pennsylvania, by steam-boats or other 
boats, will be of great utility to the inhabitants of both states— 
THEREFORE, 


Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTED by the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and it is hereby enacted by the authori 
of the same, That Pierce Butler, Robert Waln, William Mermi- 
deth, Andrew Bayard, Charles Penrose, Edward Pennington, 
Edward Sharp, Caleb Newbold, Isaac Mickle, Samuel L.. Howel, 
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Samuel Harris, and Henry Chew, be, and they are hereby ap- 
pomted commissioners to do and ‘perform the several acts and du- 
ties*hereinafter mentioned, that is to say, the said commissioners 
shal} procure at least two books for the subscription of twelve 
thousand shares of the capital stock, at fifty dollars for each share, 
and therein enter as follows: ‘“‘ We whose names are hereunto sub-

An act to authorize the banking and improving certain marsh, 
meadow, and swamp, in the township of Downs, in the coun- 
ty of Cumberland. 


Sec. 1. BE [IT ENACTED by the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and it ts hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That it shall and may be lawful for the owners and 

wnert when possessors of the marsh, meadows, and swamps lying on Oron- 
»meet, ocon creek, above the old fishing ditch in the township of Downs, 
in the county of Cumberland, which said owners or pdssessors 
shall be denominated and known by the name of “ The Orono- 
con Meadow Company,” to meet at the inn of Auley Lore, in 
said township, on the second Monday in March next, at two 
o’clock in the afternoon; and yearly thereafter on the second 
Monday of March of every year, (every future meeting to be held 
at such place, as may by a majdrity of votes of the owners and 
possessors present at the meeting be appointed ; and, in failure 
of such appointment, then at the place where the last meeting was 
held) and then and there by plurality of votes of the said own- 
ers and possessors present, personally, or by proxies in writing 
duly executed, to choose out of the said owners and possessors, 
three managers for the ensuing year, or until others be chosen in 
their place ; and in case of the death, removal, inability, or refu- 
sal of the said managers, or either of them to serve, then it 
shall and may be lawful for any two of the owners or possessors,

, sorsat the place where the last annual meeting was held, and there 
and then by plurality of votes of the persons so met personally, or 
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by regular proxies as aforesaid, choose one or more managers, as 
the case may require, who shall serve until the next annual meet- 
ing, or until others be chosen. And it ts hereby directed and 
appointed by the authority aforesaid, That each owner or posses- 
sor of said marsh, meadow and swamp, shall be entitled to one 
vote (whether in person or by proxy, duly executed) for every 
three acres which he or she may have enclosed by said bank. 


Sec. 2. And be tt enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
Managers, chosen as aforesaid, to employ a well known and re- 
spectable surveyor, who shall forthwith proceed to measure, as- 
certain, and determine each owner or possessor’s number of 
acres of marsh, meadow, and swamp enclosed by the said bank, 
and make a regular return, plot, and drawing of the same, which 
shall be given to the said managers, and shall remain in their 
possession during their continuance in office, and upon the ex- 
piration of such time, be delivered to their successors in office ; 
which said return of the said surveyor shall be received as evi- 
dence of each owner or possessor’s quantity, and all assessments 
and votes shall be made and given according thereto. 


Sec. 3. And be tt enacted, That it shall be the duty of the ma- 
nagers, and they are hereby authorized and empowered to make 
or cause to be made, good and sufficient banks, dams, sluices 
and every other work necessary and proper to keep out the tide 
at all times, and prevent said marsh, meadow and swamp fram 
being overflowed, and to begin the bank at or near the fast land 
called Mikes’ point, thence across said creek to the fast Jand 
called Scrub island, in which said Gronocon creek and marsh 
. adjoining, shall be erected a sluice or sluices with gates sufficient 
to stop the tide from flowing up the said creek, and which said 
gates shall open a sufficient width to discharge at low tide all the 
back water. 


Sec. 4. And be it enacted, That it shall and may be lawful 
for the said managers, and they are hereby authorized and em- 
powered to assess and collect from the several owners of the 
marsh, meadow and swamps, lying within the bounds of the 
above described bank, who shall be benefitted thereby, all such 
sum or sums of money as may be necessary to pay the expense 
of making such banks, dams, sluices and other water-works ne- 
cessary for the above mentioned purpose, and also the expenses 
attending the obtaining this act in proportion to thé number of 
acres which each one may have included by said bank, and the 
benefit which they shall or may receive therefrom. 


Sec. 5. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of said 
managers, and they are hereby authorized and empowered, from 
time to time, and at all times to amend, uphold, maintain and 
keep in good order and repair the said banks, dams, sluices and 
works respectively, so by them erected for the purposes afore- 
said, and to assess and collect from each and every of the said 
owners and possessors of the said marsh, meadows and swamps, 
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from time to time, all such sum or sums of money as may be ne~ 
cessary to pay for amending, upholding, maintaining and repair- 
ing sald banks, dams, sluices and other water-works necessary 
to the aforesaid purposes, in proportion to the number of acres 
which each one may have included by the said bank, and in the 
same ratable proportion, as provided for in the preceding section. 


Sec. 6. And be it enacted, That it shall and may be lawful 
for the managers, and they are hereby ‘authorized and empow- 
ered, from time to time, to dig and take for the purposes afore- 
said, any earth, marsh, mud or sod in any part of the said marsh 
or meadow most convenient, and least detrimental to the owners 
thereof, and also to employ skilful artificers to make and con- 
struct the works aforesaid, and to purchase materials for the pur- 
poses aforesaid, and to have free ingress, egress and regress for 
themselves, their teams and workmen, through any part of the 
said meadow, when it may be deemed necessary. 


Sec. 7. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the said 
managers, from time to time to examine the condition of the 
bank, dams, sluices and other works, and make such improve- 
ments thereon as may be deemed necessary. 


Sec, 8. And be it enacted, That if any of the said owners 
or possessors shall neglect or refuse to pay any sum or sums of 
money assessed as aforesaid, for the space of four weeks after no- 
tice to him, her or them, given or left at the usual place of their 
abode, it shall and may be lawful for the said managers, in the 
name of “ ‘The managers of the Oronocon meadow company,” 
to recover the amount thereof in an action of debt, in any court 
having cognizance thereof, and to give the said assessment and 
this act in evidence, and on proof of such service having been 
made as aforesaid, the court in which, or the justice before 
whom such action may be brought, shall give judgment for the 
sum so assessed, with costs of suit, and issue execution thereon 
for the same. 


Sec. 9. And be st enacted, That for the security of monies 
expended or to be expended or assessed, by virtue of this act, 
all the marsh, meadow and swamps aforesaid, that shall be in- 
cluded by the said bank, shall be a pledge for the payment 
thereof, {or for each owner’s share thereof) into whose hands 
soever the same may come, notwithstanding any judgment, ex- 
ecution, sale or alienation thereof, and the said managers may 
for the recovery of the sum or sums of money so assessed, and 
for the said debt and cost, after judgment is obtained as afore- 
said, enter upon and take the rents, issues and profits thereof, or 
sell or dispose of the grass, hay, or grain thereon, or may sell 
by public vendue, for a year or term of years, the marsh, mea. 
dow or swamp of each delinquent, and make a good and valid 
lease for the same during such term, taking care to sell the same 
for the shortest period of time, that will raise the so unpaid sum 
or sums, with costs and expenses attending such delinquency; 
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and it shall be the duty of the managers to give at least one 
month’s previous notice in three of the most public places of the 
neighbourhood of said marsh, meadow and swamps, by adver- 
tisement, before they proceed to sell or lease the property of 
any delinquent. : 
Sec. 10. And be i enacted, That the said managers shall 
provide, at the expense of said company, a suitable book, in 
which shall he entered, by the said managers, all the assess- 
ments made by them as aforesaid, and shall, at eyery annual 
meeting, produce and lay before the said company the same, 
or the inspection of the different members, and shall produce 
and shew the same to any of the said members, at any reasona- 
ble time when thereto required, and shall also provide, at the 
expense of the said eompany, another suitable book, in which 
the said managers shall enter all their proceedings, and a just 
and true account of all the monies they shall receive and expend 
or lay out in the said business, and shall, at every annual meet- 
ing, produce and lay the same before the said company, with 
fair vouchers, for all the monies by them received and expénd- 
ed by virtue of this act, and shall deliver the balance, if there be 
any remaining in their hands, together with the said books and 
all’ other necessary papers, to their successors; and on default 
thereof, and every wilful neglect in any part of their several du- 
ties prescribed by this act, they, the said managers, shall forfeit 
and pay for a breach of their trust, and such wilful neglect of 
their duty, in an action of trespass, in any court of competent 
jurisdiction, the sum of fifteen dollars, and also pay all damages 
that may arise by their negligence, to be sued for and recovered 
by any member of the company who shail be aggrieved or in- 
jured by such negligence of the said managers, in and with the 
above action of trespass, and said managers shall be accountable 
for any money remaining in their hands at the end of every year, 
‘and if the said managers shall refuse to pay such balance in their 
hands to their successors, then their successors shall sue for and 
recover the same in an action of debt, with costs of suit. 


Sec. 11. And be it enacted, That if any person or persons 
shall wilfully do any injury or damage to the said banks, dams, 
sluices, or any of the works authorized by this act, he, she, or 
they, shall for every such offence, forfeit and pay twenty dollars, 
together with al] damages, to be sued for and te¢overed in an 
action of trespass, in any court, or before any justice having cog- 
nizance of the same, with costs of suit, to be applied to repair- 
ing said works so injured, and the managers, for the time being, 
-are hereby enjoined and authorized to prosecute the same. 


C. Passed February 2, 1819. 
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An act to authorize the inhabitants of the town of Newark, te 
raise money for certain purposes. 


Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTED by the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That it shall and may be lawful for the inhabitants 
of the town of Newark in the county of Essex, being owners of 
dwelling houses and other édifices and buildings in the said town 
of Newark, and within the bounds or limits hereinafter prescrib- 
éd, to meet annually at some convenient place, in the said town, 
on the first Monday in April or on some other day in the month 
of April, for the purpose of taking into consideration the propri- 
ety and pee ira 0? ‘of taismg money by a tax on such houses, 
edifices an hugs as aforesaid, to be applied to the purchase 
of a fire engine or fire-engines for the use of the said town, with 
hose, ladders, fire-hooks, ropes, buckets, and other necessary 
and usual apparatus and implements for extinguishing fires, and 
for keeping ii same, together with the engines now belonging to 
the said town, and their apparatus, in good and sufficient repair. 
Provided always, That public notice of the time and place of 
such metting, signed by at least five respectable freeholders, be- 
ing inhabitants of the said town and owners of dwelling houses 
or other buildings theréin, be given by posting up the same, in 
at least five of the most public places in the said town, and by 
publishing the same in the news papers printed in the said town 
for at least fifteen days previous to such meeting. 

Sec. 2, And be tt enacted, That the persons assembled in 
pursuance of sajd notice, being not less than forty in number, 
being such inhabitants and owners of houses and buildings as 
aforesaid, shall, between the hours of two and three o’clock in 
the afternoon of the day of meeting, elecf by plurality of voices, 
a person then preserit to be moderator of the meeting, and ano- 
ther person, then being also present, to be clerk of the meeting, 
that after the moderator and clerk are chosen, and before the 
meeting proceed to any further business, a copy of the notice 
which may have been given of the said meeting, shall be pro- 
daced and-read by the clerk, and the posting up and publication 
of the same, in the manner prescribed by this act, shall be proved 
by the oath or affirmation of one or more persons, which oath or 
affirmation the moderator of such meeting is hereby authorized 
to administer, and the same being reduced to writing and signed 
by the moderator, shall together with a copy of the notice of the 
meeting, be fairly entered at large in a sf to be provided for 
recording the proceedings of: such meeting, and al] other pro- 
ceedings that may be had and adopted by virtue of this act. 

Sec. 3. And be it enacted, That the meeting so convened 
and organized may praceed to determine whether they will raise 
money by tax on dwelling houses and other buildings in the said 
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town of Newark, for the purposes mentioned in the first section 
of this act: Provided altoays, That no such tax shall be levied 
unless a majority of the persons assembled shall agree to the 
same, and for the more orderly conducting of such meeting and 
to prevent all mistakes, it shall be the duty of the clerk to record 
the name of every person present who may be entitled to vote 
at such meeting, and upon every question relating to the raising 
of money by tax, and the amount to be raised, the votes shall be 
taken by yeas and nays, the clerk calling upon every person 
present entitled to vote, by name, and recording his answer in 
the affirmative or negative: Provided always, That no person 
shall he entitled to vote at such meeting who shall not be at the 
time an inhabitant of the said town and the owner of a dwelling 
-house or other buildfhg or buildings within the limits hereinafter 
prescribed, of the value of two hundred dollars at least. 

Sec.'4. And be tt enacted, That if 2 majority of the persons 
so assembled, shall determine to raise any sum of money by tax 
for the purposes aforesaid, or for any of them, a copy of such re- 
solution signed by the moderator and clerk of the meeting, shall, 
within ten days thereafter, be delivered by the moderator to the 
assessor of the township of Newark, for the time being, whose 
duty it shall be to assess the same upon dwelling houses and other 
buildings of the value of two hundred dollars and upwards in the 
town of Newark within the limits hereinafter prescribed, haying 
due regard to their value and relative exposure to injury or de- 
struction by fire, from which assessment, any individual consid- 
ering himself aggrieved may appeal to the commissioners of ap- 
peal for the time being, of the township, of Newark, who shall 
hear and determine such appeals at the same time and in the 
same manner as appeals in other cases of taxation are heard and 
détermined. 


Sec. 5. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
assessor of the township of Newark, for the time being, to ntake 
out such assessment, and deliver a copy thereof to the collector 
of the township of Newark, at the same time, when by Jaw he is 
or may be required, to make and deliver to him a duplicate of his 
assessment in the case of state taxes; and also, at the same time 
to deliver a duplicate of said assessment to the chairman of the 
committee of fire wardens, herein after directed to be appointed. 


Sec. 6. And be it enacted, That the township collector shall 
proceed in the collection of the said tax in all respects as is di- 
rected in the act, entitled “an act concerning taxes,” and in case 
of non-payment, shall make the like return of delinquents toa 
justice of the peace, as by that act is directed; which justice shall 
issue a like warrant, and the constable to whom the same may be 
directed, shall proceed in like manner as in and by the said act 
is directed. 


Sec. 7. 4nd be it enacted, That the township officers and the 
magistrate, and constable who may: be called upon to perform 
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any of the duties required of them by this- act, shall be entitled 
to the same fees, and subject to the same penalties and re&pon- 
sibilities, as are given and prescribed for stmilar services and ne- 
glects, in the act entitled “ an act concerning taxes.” 

Sec. 8. And be it enacted, That in ease the inhabitants of the 
town of Newark, shail, at any meeting authorized by this aet, 
vote, or determine to raise money for the purposes aforesaid, or 
for any of them, such ineetings shall forthwith a to the 
election of seven persons entitled to vote at such meeting, who 
shall be called the committee of fire wardens, who shall continue 
in office until a new election shall take place at some future meet- 
ing, pursuant to this act. Provided always, That in case any of 
the persons so elected fire wardens, sliall resign, remove, or 
die, the surviving or remaining wardens may"supply such vacancy 
or vacancies, and the person or persons so appointéd, shall con- 
tinue in office until new ones shall be appointed, at some future 
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Sec. 9. nd be it enacted, ‘That the fire wardens so appointed, 
shall meet on the evening of the day of their first appointment, 
and afterwards upon their own adjournments : that four of them 
shall be a quorum to transact business: that they shall have 
power to appoit a chairman of their own body, a treasurer and 
a clerk: that they shall have the management and superintend~ 
ance of the appropriation of all monies that may be raised in pur- 
suance of this act, under such regulations and restrictions as may 
be adopted by the meeting who appointed them ; and that they 
shall keep, or cause'to be kept a record, of all their proceedings, 
and a reglar account of all monies that may be collected and re- 
ceived by virtue of this act, and of the manner and objects in and 
for wich they shall be expended, and lay the same before the 
next subsequent meeting of the inhabitants that may be held pur- 
Suant to this act. 


Sec. 10. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
township collector to settle his accounts in relation to the tax 
hereby authorized, with the said committee of fire wardens, and 
to pay over the money received by him to the treasurer of the 
said committee on or before the first day of January next, after 
the laying of any such tax by virtue of this law. 


Sec. 11. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
committee of fire wardens, to require and take from their trea- 
surer, before he enters upon the duties of his office, such secu- 
rity, and for such sum of money as may be directed by the meet- 
ing who appointed them. 

Sec. 12. And be it enacted, That this act shall extend to, and 
comprehend all the houses and buildings within the following 
bounds, that is to say, extending from the bridge, over the first 
river, in front of the house formerly occupied and owned by Sa- 
muel Ogden, esquire, deceased, at the north énd of the town to 
the brook or run of water near David Hayes’ at fe south end of 
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the town, including the west side of high street on the west, and 
extending to the “Passaick river on the east, from where the first 
river enters into the Passaick down to the south corner of the 
commercial dock, and then up market street, including both sides 
thereof, to Mulberry street, and thence down Mulberry street to 
the neck gate, including the east side of said street: and in case 
of any dispute whether any house or building that may be as- 
sessed, shall be within the limits above mentiened, such dispute 
shall be settled and determined by the commissioners of appeal 
in manner aforesaid. 

Sec. 13. And be it enacted, That this act shall be and continue 
in force for the space of three years from the passing thereof, and 
no longer. 


C. Passed February 4, 1819. 


An additional supplement to the act entitled “ An act to incor- 
porate the Ringwood and Long-Pond turnpike company,” 
passed February ninth, eighteen hundred and eleven. 


Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTED by the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That the time to continue and complete the oper- 
ations in erecting the Ringwood and Long-Pond turnpike road, 
in vonformity to the act incorporating said company, passed 
February ninth, eighteen hundred and eleven, and the supple- 
ment thereto, passed February tenth, eighteen hundred and thir- 
teen, be extended to the term of five years from and after the 
passing of this act, any thing contained in said act and the sup- 
plement thereto to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Sec. 2. And be it enacted, That it shall and may be lawful 
for said company to receive for every carriage drawn by one 
horse at the rate of ten cents for every six miles travelled on 
said road, any thing in the act aforesaid to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 


C. Passed February 6, 1819. 
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An act to divorce Elizabeth Post, of the county of Morris, from 
her husband Philip Post. 


Sec. 1, BE IT ENACTED by the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That from and after the passing of this act, the mar- 
riage. contract now subsisting between Philip Post and the said 
Elizabeth Post, shall be, and the same is hereby declared to be 
dissolved, annulled and made of no effect as fully and effectual- 
ly to all intents and purposes as if they had never been joined 
in matrimony. 

C. Passed February 9, 1819. 


A Supplement to the act entitled “ An act to enable the owners 
of the tide swamp and meadows already banked in and held 
by different persons, to keep the same in good repair.” 


Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTED by the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That in all cases where there are or may be any 
cross or line banks between two or more companies created by 
virtue of the act to which this is a supplement, it shall and may 
be lawful for the managers of either company to enter upon said 
cross or line bank, and repair and keep up the same in such man- 
ner as to prevent the water from passing and repassing through 
or over said bank: Provided, That nothing herein contained 
shall interfere with any contract or agreement heretofore made, 
or which shall be made in relation to cross or line banks as 
aforesaid. 


A. Passed February 10, 1819. 


An act making provision for a compilation and revision of the 
laws of this state. 


Sec. 1, BE IT ENACTED, by the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, 'That some fit and proper person skilled in the laws 
of this state be “athe to examine, compile and prepare for 
the press, all such legislative acts and parts of acts as are general 
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and of a permanent nature and affect the community at large, 
and which are in force or shall be enacted at the present or 
next annual session of the legislature, and all acts of incorpora- 
tion of cities or towns, which by their charters are declared to be 
public acts, with authority”to correct all errors in the orthogra- 
phy of the said laws, and to prepare and report to the legislature 
at their next session for their consideration, such bills as in his 
judgment shall be necessary or advisable to be passed into laws 
for forming and consolidating into one act, or into two or more 
consistent acts, all public acts or clauses of public acts, relating 
to the same subject matter, with such corrections and amend- 
ments thereof, as he shall think proper to recommend to the le- 
gislature for their adoption. 


Sec. 2. And be it enacted, That where it may appear to such 
compiler that any public act or acts in force, is, or are defec- 
tive and could be rendered more effectual by amendment, he 
shall prepare and report to the legislature at their next session, 
such supplemental bill or bills as he may deem necessary for re- 
thedying such defects, accompanying the said bill or bills, with 
concise explanations and reasons therefor, and he shall also report 
a bill or bills repealing all such public acts and parts of public 
. acts as shall then be virtually repealed or supplied by existing 
laws or provisions on the same subject. 


Sec. 3. And be it enacted, That the acts be printed, in chro- 
nological order, with marginal notes of the contents of each law 
opposite the sections thereof, and with particular references to 
the other acts on the same subject or relating thereto in the new 
edition, and also references to the pages in former compilations 
or editions of the laws, and to the pages and years in the pam- 
phiet acts since Bloomfield’s edition, where the same act or acts 
relating to the same subject may be found; and that the consti- 
tution of this state and of the United States, be printed in the 
first part of the first volume, together with a full alphabetical 
index of all the matters contained in the said volumes. 

Sec. 4. And be it enacted, That the work be published in 
octavo form in one or two volumes as may be required, and or 
paper and with types as good as those of the edition of the laws 
of the United States lately published. 


Sec. 5. And be it enacted, ‘That the compiler have free ac- 
cess to and be permitted to examine any of the public records, 
papers and books of this state for the purposes aforesaid, without 
fee or reward, and that the legislature give a sanction and authori- 
ty to this new edition of the laws, as published under their autho- 
rity. 

Sec. 6. And be tt enacted, That John Frelinghuysen, David 
Thompson, jun. and Thomas S. Kinney, be, and they are here~ 
by authorized to employ some fit person, willing to undertake 
the said compilation, and to agree with the said compiler on 
such reasonable terms of compensation as to them may seem. 
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proper for the execution of the said work, and to subscribe on 
the part of this state, for such number of copies and at such 
price as may be agreed upon, and if preferred by the person 
undertaking the same, to leave the compensation to be made for 
the labour of compiling the said laws, to the discretion of the 
legislature, when the same is finished. 


A. Passed February 2, 1819. 


An act to dissolve the marriage contract between George Ring 
and Elizabeth Ring his wife. 


Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTED by the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and tt is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That the marriage contract between George Ring, 
ormerly of the state of New-York, and Elizabeth his wife, o 
the county of Essex, be, and the same is hereby declared to be 
dissolved, to all intents and purposes whatsoever, and the said 
George Ring and Elizabeth his wife, are hereby declared to be 
set free from their matrimonial contract, as fully as if they had 
never been joined in matrimony. 


A. Passed February 15, 1819. 


An act concerning the draw in the bridge over Rancocus creek, 
on the road leading from Burlington to Cooper’s ferry, in the 
county of Burlington. 


Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTED by the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That if any person or persons shall hereafter raise 
or hoist the draw in the said bridge, or shall cause the same to 
be done, and shall not immediately after the passage of the ves- 
éel or vessels through the said bridge (on account of which it 
was opened or hoisted) lower down, replace, and fasten the said 
draw, or cause it to be so done, each and every person or per- 
sons so offending, on conviction thereof, shall forfeit and pay the 
sum of twenty dollars, to be recovered with costs of suit, by any 
person suing for the same. 


A. Passed February 16, 1819. 
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An act authorizing the erection of draw or hoist, in a bridge 
over Salem creek. 


Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTED by the Cotmcil and General 
Assembly of this State, ahd 1t ts hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That it may be lawful for the board of chosen free- 
holders, in and for the county of Salem, whenever they shall re- 
‘pair the old and appermost bridge, across Salem creek, to build 
‘and matntain a sufficient draw or hoist, in the same, not less than 
twenty-two feet wide: Provided, that if, at the next time of re- 
pairing or rebuilding said bridge, they should not put in the said. 
‘draw, then, in that case, this act shall cease and be of no effect, 


Sec. 2. And be it enacted, That after said draw or hoist shall 
be placed in said bridge, if any ‘master of a vessel, or any other 
person or persons, shall hoist the draw in said bridge, and leave 
the same hoisted, so as to prevent travellers and others from 
passing over the same, for more than fifteen minutes, when the 
same is not actually necessary for the passage of some vessel 
through the same, or if any person or persons shall cut, remove, 
or destroy any piece or pieces of timber off said bridge, or any 
‘jron-work belonging to the same, or otherwise wilfully damage 
any part thereof unnecessarily; ‘he, she or they, so offending, 
shall for each and every offence, forfeit and pay the sum of 
twenty dollars, over and above the damage done to said bridge 
or draw, to be recovered in an action of debt, before any court 
having jurisdiction, with costs, by any person who shall sue for 
the same, one half thereof to be for the use of the prosecuter, 
and the other half to be paid to the county collector, for the use 
of the county.

An act for the relief of Joseph Munn and Silas Munn. 


Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTED by the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That the governor of this state be authorized and 
requested to examine the work. done by order of William S. 
Pennington, esquire, when governor of this state, by the person$ 
above named in mounting. and fitting for use, two brass field 
‘pieces, the property of this state, and if it shall to him appear 
“that the work shall have been well executed, and no compensa+ 
‘tion made therefor, he is hereby authorized to draw on the trea- 
“surer Of this state for such a sum of money as he may think them 
entitled to. 


A. Passed February 16, 1619. 
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A supplement to the act for the support of government. 


Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTED by the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That there shall be paid to the persons appointed to 
Te the Votes and Proceedings of the House of Assembly, the

All oil mills, any‘sum not exceeding six dollars. 

All plaister mills, any sum not exceeding five dollars. 

Every ferry or toll bridge, any sum not exceeding fifteen dol- 
ars. 

All tan yards, where leather is tanned, for sale or hire, for each 
vat, any sum not exceeding twenty cents. 

.’ Every single man, whether he live with his parents or not, 
any sum not éxceeding one dollar. 


Provided, That every single man possessed of ratable estate, 
the tax whereon amounts to the sum he is above directed to be 
rated, shall be assessed for that estate only, and not asa single 
man. And provided also, That any one taxed as a single man, 
shall not be taxed as a householder. 

Every male slave between the age of sixteen and fifty years, 
any sum not exceeding fifty cents. 


Provided, That no slave shall be taxed, who is usually unable 
to labour.

Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTED by the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That all the proprietors of dwelling houses or other 
buildings liable to injury by fire, in Morristown in the county of 
Morris, within the following boundaries and limits, to, wit, begin- 
ning at the dwelling house now occupied by Charles Carmichael, 
in South street, in Morristown aforesaid, and including the same, 
and thence running in a direct line to George P. M‘Cullock’s 
dwelling house, thence to the dwelling house of John Doughty, 
esquire, thence to the first ig on the Washington turnpike 
yaad to the westward of John Mills’ dwelling house, thence to 
Jedythan Condict’s dwelling house, thence to Joseph Cutler’s 
dwelling house, thence to the late residence of Doctor Timothy 
Johnes, thence to Gabriel H. Ford's, and thence to the place of 
of beginning, including all the aforesaid houses, be, and are here- 
by constituted, ordained, and declared to be forever hereafter a 
body corporate and politic, in fact and in name, by the name of 
“The Mit Fire Association,” and by that name, they and 
their successors shall and may haye suceession, and shall be per- 
sons in law capable of suing and being sued, pleading and he- 
ing impleaded, answering and being answered unto, defending

Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTED by the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and it ts hereby enacted by the authority 

the same, That John Stevens, Robert L. Stevens, and James 

. Stevens, proprietors ‘of the steam boat Philadelphia, be, and 
they, are hereby autitorized and empowered to remove certain 
obstructions to the navigation of the river Delaware, at or near a 
small island commenly called Perriwig, about three miles below 
Trenton, and extending nearly down to Bordentown; and, in 
performance of said work, 1o employ such vessels and machine- 
ry, and to erect such wing-dam or wing-iams, as may be neces- 
sary to the attainment of said object; and any person or persons 
wilfully or negligently damaging said vessels or machinery so 
employed, or in any manner obstructing the progress of said 
work, shall be liable to an action for damages, recoverable by 
the said proprietors. of the steam boat Philadelphia, in any court 
of justice having cognizance thereof. Provided, That the ma- 
chnnery used in the removal of said obstructions, shall be taken 
from the channel every evening before dark, and not replaced 
again until day light next morning. And provided further, that 
said machinery shall be removed at high tide, when tequired, so 
as to allow vessels and river craft 10 pass and fepass.
